SANDWELL Council has 
refused to publish a report 
commissioned to look into 
the future of The Public, as 
chiefs admitted a sixth form 
college was not among the 
options it put forward. 

The authority spent 
£39,000 asking property 
experts Jones Lang LaSalle 
to investigate what they 
could do with the West 
Bromwich gallery. 

The firm was asked to look 
at potential uses for the £72 
million building as well as 
undertake a structural 
assessment. 

At the time the exercise 
was launched the council’s 
improvement chief Council¬ 
lor Mahboob Hussain said 
the consultants would be 
looking at options for the 
building for when Arts 
Council funding ended in 
2015. 

A request was made to the 
council for the report to be 
made available under the 
Freedom of Information Act, 
but the authority said it 
would not be released as it 
‘may prejudice the council’s 
commercial interests’. 

It comes after it was 
revealed the council was set 
to sign a deal with Sandwell 
College to transform the 
building into a sixth-form 
college.

Four arrests 
after pub fall 

FOUR people have been 
arrested on suspicion of 
attempted murder after a 
man fell from the first floor 
of a pub. 

The arrests came after a 
36-year-old man fell from a 
flat roof on the first floor of 
The Manchester Stores, 
Oldbury. 

He suffered serious 
injuries and was in critical 
condition in hospital this 
week. 

Police said they were 
called to the Churchbridge 
pub on Sunday, September 
29. 

Three of the men arrested 
have been released without 
charge and one man, aged 
25, remains on police bail. 


UNITED FRONT 
IN CRIME BLITZ 


SUSPECTED smuggled goods - including 12,200 ciga¬ 
rettes - were seized from a shop in West Bromwich as 
agencies united in Sandwell’s Safer Six blitz on crime. 

Officers from the council’s trading standards team and HM Revenue and Customs also 
seized 50 boxes of cigarillos, 2.2 kilograms of hand-rolling tobacco four bottles of rum and 
£2,000 cash from the shop on the first day of the campaign this week. Also during Safer 6’s 
first week, police made five arrests and made six seizures of drugs. 

The annual six-week Safer 6 campaign involves the fire service, council, police and other 
partners working together on targeted action and community safety work during the 
darker nights and fireworks season, building on their day-to-day crime-fighting activities. 

Sandwell Police and West Midlands Fire Service held a joint road safety operation at 
Kelvin Way, West Bromwich, stopping 18 cars and six vans for people not wearing seatbelts 


Tributes after 
steward dies 
at blackspot 

TRIBUTES have been paid to a West 
Bromwich Albion Football Club steward 
who died after being hit by a car at an acci¬ 
dent blackspot. 

Mick Hodgetts was knocked down just 
yards from his home as he crossed the road. 
The incident happened at the junction of 
the A4123 Wolverhampton Road and 
Brandhall Road in Oldbury. 

The 54-year-old, from Queensway, was 
treated by paramedics at the scene but later 
died in hospital. 

Investigation 

Police have now launched an investiga¬ 
tion and are urging witnesses to come 
forward following the crash at 9.43pm on 
Saturday. 

The club paid tribute to assistant chief 
steward Mr Hodgetts who had worked at 
The Hawthorns for a number of years. 

Mark Miles, West Bromwich Albion’s 
head of facility operations and develop¬ 
ment, said: “The club is saddened to hear of 
the passing of assistant chief steward Mick 
Hodgetts. Mick was an integral part of our 
matchday operation and worked for the 
club for a significant number of years. 

“Our thoughts are with his family and 
friends at this difficult time.”

Council wardens also got 
two abandoned vehicles removed. 

Trading standards officers carried out 
‘test purchases’ at three off-licences, and one 
sold alcohol to the under age volunteer and 
will be investigated. Officers also seized a 
total of 61 bottles of suspected illegal spirits 
- counterfeit and smuggled booze - from 
across West Bromwich. 

Offenders doing Community Payback put 
in 452 hours of unpaid work, clearing 2.5 
tonnes of waste, including a clean-up at 
Trinity Way Metro stop. 

Housing officers and police visited six 
tenants to discuss anti-social behaviour. 

They are tackling crime and anti-social 
behaviour across all six towns throughout 
the six-week campaign, with a special focus 
for a week on each town which began this 
week with West Bromwich and next week 
puts the focus on Oldbury.

New flu 
vaccine 
to avoid 
jab tears 

PARENTS of two and three- 
year-olds in Sandwell are 
being encouraged to book 
their children in for a new, 
free flu vaccine. 

It is the first time a flu 
vaccine has been offered to 
healthy toddlers and the fact 
it’s in a nasal vaccine should 
mean the tears associated 
with a jab should be avoided. 

There are more than 9,359 
two and three-year-olds in 
Sandwell who are eligible for 
the vaccine. 

Adults most at risk are 
also urged to book an 
appointment at GPs for a 
free traditional flu injection. 

Those with health condi¬ 
tions such as severe asthma, 
chest or heart complaints 
and diabetes are already 
being contacted by their GP 
with offers of an appoint¬ 
ment for a free vaccine. Reg¬ 
istered carers are also 
encouraged to get a vaccina¬ 
tion to protect themselves. 

The vaccine changes every 
year to fight the latest 
strains of the infection. That 
means people need another 
vaccine this year even if they 
had one last winter. 

The new vaccine for chil¬ 
dren should also reduce the 
number of cases where they 
pass on the virus to other 
family members 

For more information, 
people should speak to their 
GP or local pharmacist.

Taxpayers escape £8m 
Euro bill for The Public 
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FUNDING of £8 million paid to help set up The 
Public arts centre will not have to be repaid to 
the European Commission. 

Commissioners have told an MEP that too much time has 
elapsed since the funding was awarded for it to be clawed 
back when the West Bromwich building is closed and turned 


into a sixth form college. 

It had been feared that 
Sandwell Council taxpayers 
would have to foot the bill. 

But confirmation that 
they would not emerged 
after independent Euroscep¬ 
tic MEP Nikki Sinclaire 
asked a question in the Brus¬ 
sels Parliament about what 
would happen to the 
funding, awarded between 
2003 and 2008 to the £72m 
West Bromwich venue. 

Commissioner Johannes 
Hahn replied that the rules 
allowed money to be 
demanded back if the use of 
the building was changed 
within five years. 

But he said: “In this case, 
the managing authority 
would not have a legal basis 
to request a repayment of 
European regional develop¬ 
ment funding as too much 
time has passed since the 
decision to award funding 
was taken. 

“The managing authority 
has been and remains in 
contact with the local 
authority representatives 
and, given the available 
information, agrees with the 
current proposals for the 
project fit with the scope and 
criteria of the original.” 

Miss Sinclaire said: “I am 
relieved that local taxpayers 
will not have to foot the bill. 

“This was our money in 
the first place that was 
coming back to the UK from 
the European Commission 
for this project. I would not 
have wanted to see it taken 
away again. 

“However it does raise 
questions about how this 
money is awarded if the 
purpose of a building in 
receipt of it can be changed 
after just five years.”

Sandwell Council leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
said: “We have been in 
regular contact with all the 
original funders of The 
Public project, to keep them 
up to date with our plans. 

“We have been clear that 
in addition to becoming a 
sixth form college, the build¬ 
ing would still support 
enterprise, business and 
arts. 

Pleased 

“We are obviously pleased 
to note the European Com¬ 
mission agrees we do not 
have to pay back any Euro¬ 
pean money, and have 
secured the agreement of 
the Department for Commu¬ 
nities and Local Govern¬ 
ment as the managing 
authority on this.” 

Tom Watson, MP for West 
Bromwich East, said: “This 
is welcome news for every¬ 
one who has a stake in the 
future of this project. 

“I’m sure that Sandwell 
Council has provided suffi¬ 
cient reassurance that art 
will still form a component 
of the building in future.” 

Sandwell Council is set to 
sign a deal to let Sandwell 
College use the building. 

It will also include arts 
space and a business support 
facility. 

The deal, which will see 
the college and council enter 
into a 25-year partnership, 
is set to be put to Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet of senior 
councillors on Wednesday, 
October 16. 

The plan is expected to 
save taxpayers £37 million 
over 25 years.

Drunken 
teen hit 
taxi with 
pool cue 

A 19-year-old man who was 
abusive to a taxi driver and 
damaged his vehicle with a 
pool cue has been given a 
suspended jail sentence 

Joshua Fletcher had been 
drinking heavily with his 
girlfriend on a night out in 
Sandwell before clashing 
with a taxi driver over the 
cost of a journey, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court 
heard. 

Mr Howard Searle, prose¬ 
cuting, told the court on 
August 17 Fletcher was 
involved in a fight with a 
Warley Cars driver outside 
his Rowley Regis home. 

After the fight and the 
driver leaving, Fletcher 
went into his home to get a 
pool cue. 

Then Fletcher phoned the 
taxi company and asked for 
a taxi, expecting the same 
driver to return. But a dif¬ 
ferent driver arrived. 

Demanded 

“He got into the vehicle, 
and was immediately 
abusive to the driver,” said 
Mr Searle. “He demanded to 
know who the other driver 
was.” 

Driver and passenger got 
out of the taxi. Mr Searle 
said: “He then started 
swinging the pool cue at the 
taxi, causing damage. In fact 
it was £400 worth of 
damage.” 

The court heard the 
driver jumped back in the 
taxi and drove away as 
Fletcher chased after him. 

Fletcher, of Duke Street, 
pleaded guilty to being in 
possession of an offensive 
weapon, damaging property 
and using threatening lan¬ 
guage and behaviour. 

Mr Malcolm Fowler, 
defending, said: “It is a dis¬ 
turbing and shocking fall 
from grace, and alcohol 
played a role in this.” 

He was sentenced to eight 
months in a young offenders 
institution but this was sus¬ 
pended for 18 months.

The property has been 
officially closed after magis¬ 
trates granted a Crack 
House Closure Order.

Street, Cradley Heath, is 
near the Ormiston Forge 
Academy school, in Wrights 
Lane. 

Police action came after 
sharp-eyed members of the 
public passed on informa¬ 
tion about suspected drug 
dealing. 

They also noticed anti¬ 
social behaviour and people 
coming and going at all 
hours. 

Safety 

Andrew Burns, principal 
of the nearby school, said: 
“It’s important to state that 
this issue has not impacted 
on the safety of our students. 
We take the safeguarding of 
students very seriously. 

“We operate a closed site. 
Gates are controlled 24/7 
and staff are on duty when¬ 
ever students are travelling 
to and from school.” 

The evidence which 
prompted the court order 
was gathered after officers 
executed a series of drugs 
warrants. 

The order, which was 
granted by Sandwell Magis¬ 
trates Court on September 
16, makes it illegal for 
anybody to enter the address 
unless they have the author¬ 
ity of the police. Windows 
and doors at the property 
have been boarded up and 
officers have placed notices 
on the house explaining the 
reasons for its closure. 

Switch bid 
to cut bills 

SANDWELL residents have 
longer to join a scheme that 
could cut their energy bills.

More specials on public transport after killing

TWELVE special constables will boost the 
drive to make travel on public transport in 
the West Midlands safer for passengers in 
the wake of the death of schoolgirl Christina 
Edkins. 

Men and women have been jointly 
recruited by West Midlands and British 
Transport Police and are due to join the spe¬ 
cialist squad that deals with crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour on buses, trains and trams 
in the region from next February, after com¬ 
pleting their training. 

The Safer Travel Police Team target crim¬ 
inals who operate on public transport and 


encourage youngsters to behave properly on 
the public transport network. 

Special constables have the same powers 
as regular officers and wear the same 
uniform while working a minimum of four 
hours each week. 

Inspector Lee Gordon, in charge of the 
Safer Travel Team, said: “They will help to 
provide a visible reassurance for people 
using trains, trams and buses. 

“Once their initial training is complete, 
they will be given on-the-job training and 
then be able to patrol on their own.” 

West Midlands Police and Crime Commis¬ 


sioner Bob Jones, who has spearheaded a 
drive to make people feel safer on buses, 
trams and trains in the region, said: “These 
new recruits will be a fantastic addition to 
the Safer Travel Team in helping to protect 
the travelling community within the West 
Midlands.” 

Uncomfortable 

Crime on buses in the West Midlands has 
fallen by 67 per cent in the last six years 
from around 7000 offences in 2006/7 to 2398 
in the last financial year. But a recent 
report concluded: “We know that 17 per cent 


of passengers feel uncomfortable due to the 
anti social behaviour of others.” 

Sixteen-year-old Christina Edkins was 
stabbed to death as she sat on the top deck 
of a bus in Hagley Road, Birmingham, while 
on her way to school in Halesowen on March 
7. Paranoid schizophrenic Phillip Simelane 
of Dalkeith Street, Walsall, was last week 
ordered to be detained indefinitely in a 
secure mental hospital after admitting 
manslaughter on the grounds of diminished 
responsibility.

New network of centres 
to offer council services 


PAYING rent and reporting fly-tippers will be 
made easier as a new network of customer 
services is launched across Sandwell. 
Former housing service centres will be used 
and will be known as ‘locals’. 

The first three centres have opened at Smethwick 


Council House in High 
Street; Payne Street, Black- 
heath; and High Street, 
Princes End, Tipton. 

A further two will open in 
West Bromwich and 
Wednesbury within the next 
six months. 

In Oldbury, the One Stop 
Shop at Sandwell Council 
House will continue to offer 
a full range of council serv¬ 
ices, as it has done for a 
number of years. 

Easier 

The ‘locals’ will make it 
easier for people to report 
problems such as fly- 
tipping, potholes or missed 
bin collections, council 
chiefs say. 

People will also be able to 
pay council tax and rent, 
and get information on 
welfare rights. 

The centres will provide 
information on issues such 
as elections, the blue badge 
scheme and environmental 
health. 

There will also be surger¬ 
ies for private sector 
housing advice and for the 
job brokerage scheme. 

Sandwell Council’s 
deputy leader Councillor 
Mahboob Hussain said: “We 
want to make it as easy as 
possible for residents across 
the six towns to use council 
services. These centres will 
make sure we are where we 
should be - right in the heart 
of local communities.” 

Councillor Hussain said it 
was part of the council’s con¬ 
tinuing drive to improve 
services for residents and to 
avoid people having to visit

the Council House in 
Oldbury to report matters. 

People can also access 
council services online and 
by using self-service com¬ 
puters in libraries across the 
borough. 

The improvements come 
as Sandwell Council 
approves the extension of a 
pilot scheme to extend the 
opening hours of council 
services. 

Sandwell Council has 
been running the pilot since 
October 3 last year to 
increase the opening hours 
of the One Stop Shop at 
Oldbury Council House. The 
extended hours gives resi¬ 
dents more flexibility when 
paying their bills. 

It has proved such a 
success that a six-month 
extension was approved by 
council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper at a meeting 
last week. It will cost 
£80,000 to continue the 
service for a further six 
months. 

When the pilot was 
started it opened for three 
hours on Saturdays before 
extending opening hours on 
Wednesdays up to 7pm at 
the site in Freeth Street. 

An assessment of visitor 
figures saw low demand for 
late evening opening, and it 
was agreed in December 
2012 that this should finish 
from January of this year. 

Between October and 
March the total number of 
Saturday visitors was 1,606, 
while since April 1 to August 
17, it was 1,916.

A NEW market has been so successful 
in Wednesbury town centre that it is 
being extended for two extra days per 
week. 

The Thursday market on Union 
Street has been such a big hit with 
shoppers that discussions are now 
under way to make it a permanent 
feature. 

The popular market is now opening 
every Saturday and Monday, to add to 
the town’s existing retail appeal and 
council-run Saturday market. 

Shoppers, traders, residents and 


councillors have all praised the Thurs¬ 
day scheme, launched in February for 
an initial three months. 

Not only has it been a success for 
market traders, it has also seen 
increased business for permanent 
shops in the town centre. Some busi¬ 
nesses have even reported trade 
tripling. 

The extended pilot scheme will run 
until January and it is hoped it will 
continue to put Wednesbury, which 
was listed in the Domesday Book as a 
market town, ‘back on the map’ by 


attracting more shoppers and visitors 
to the town 

Bridget O’Connell’s family have 
been market traders in the town for 
five generations, and she has already 
taken out a stall in the Thursday 
market outside her flower and fruit 
shop on Union Street. 

She said: “It’s wonderful news, we 
are looking to reinvent the High Street 
and the market. 

“Wednesbury is a chartered market 
town, so it’s about time we put it back 
on the map as a market town.” 


Children’s group 
plans expansion 

A COMMUNITY organi¬ 
sation in West Bromwich 
which provides activities 
and care for children has 
plans to relocate to a 
larger premises. 

The Gap Centre, based 
in Hargate Lane, hopes to 
move into a refurbished 
former pub in Rydding 
Lane, Hateley Heath, so 
meet the growing demand 
from users and bring back 
services lost under local 
government cuts. 

To help with the move 
the group will be holding a 
charity ball on Saturday, 
October 19, to raise some 
of the £250,000 needed to 
buy the new premises, for¬ 
merly known as the Old 
Mill, which will provide 
more than five times more 
room than the current 
HQ. 

It will allow the charity 
to expand their current 
services and offer new 
ones, including specialist 
counselling, that are no 
longer provided on a 
regular basis by Sandwell 
Council.

Sandwell Council,

MP calls for tougher sentencing over knives 


TOUGHER sentences must be given to 
people caught carrying knives in the wake 
of the murder of schoolgirl Christina 
Edkins, an MP has said. 

Calls have been made for a stronger 
approach in sentencing and charging 
people caught illegally carrying blades. 

Halesowen and Rowley Regis MP 
James Morris first called for a change in 
the law following the tragic stabbing of 
the 16-year-old schoolgirl on March 7. 

He called for it to be made the assump¬ 
tion that anyone carrying a blade in a 
public place intended to use it. 

Now, Mr Morris has pledged to work 


with Christina’s family to launch a campaign 
for action. Justice Secretary Chris Grayling 
has already announced plans to stop police 
cautions for people caught carrying knives. 

Shocked 

Mr Morris said he wanted the Government 
to go a step further and jail anyone caught ille¬ 
gally carrying a knife. It follows a string of 
fatal stabbings in the region this year. 

“The whole community was shocked at 
Christina’s brutal murder earlier this year 
and the recent murders in the West Midlands 
of Azim Azam, Hassan Mahmood and Joshua 
Ribera are all tragic reminders of the horrific 


human cost of knife crime,” said Mr Morris. 

“I have raised the issue with David 
Cameron at Prime Minister’s Questions and 
have met with the Justice Secretary and 
Home Office Ministers to campaign for a 
tougher approach to charging and sentenc¬ 
ing people who carry knives illegally. 

Mr Morris has already been working 
closely with Christina’s family. He said: “We 
will be launching a campaign to make sure 
that anybody caught carrying knives ille¬ 
gally are charged and that if they are con¬ 
victed then they will face prison sentences, 
so that others are spared the pain that 
Christina’s family have been through.” 


Christina’s great uncle Chris Melia has 
spoken of his concerns. “I think knife crime 
is alarmingly prevalent and seems to be 
growing,” he said. 

Mr Cameron was asked by Mr Morris 
during PM’s Questions whether it was time 
to introduce a legal assumption that people 
carrying a knife intend to use it and should 
get a prison sentence. 

Mr Cameron said: “I will happily look at 
what he suggests and my right honourable 
friend the justice secretary is currently 
reviewing the powers available to the courts 
to deal with knife possession and he will 
bring forward proposals in due course.” 


Questions raised by release 
of killer before fatal attack 


INQUIRIES are under way into 
why Christina Edkins’ killer was 
released from prison unsuper¬ 
vised before the horrific random 
attack on a Birmingham bus. 

It comes as the mental health trust which 
treated 23-year-old Phillip Simelane, from 
Walsall, said there were ‘lessons to be 
learned’. 

The judge in the case has also questioned 
why Simelane was released without psychi¬ 
atric treatment. 

The paranoid schizophrenic stabbed the 
16-year-old to death on the upper deck of a 
bus as she made her way to Leasowes High 
School in Halesowen in March. 

Last week Simelane, who was born in 
Swaziland but who had lived with his 
mother in Walsall, pleaded guilty at Birm¬ 
ingham Crown Court to her manslaughter 
on the grounds of diminished responsibility. 

Abnormal 

At the hearing, Mr Peter Grieves-Smith, 
prosecuting, said Simelane had been 
released from prison exactly 12 weeks 
before attacking the schoolgirl on March 7. 

Passing a hospital order on Simelane, 
which will see him detained indefinitely, 
Mrs Justice Thirlwall said: “At the time you 
(Simelane) attacked Christina, you were 
suffering from a serious mental illness. 

“Your mental function was wholly abnor¬ 
mal as a result of your mental illness. That 
is why you killed Christina. In your deluded 
state, you thought she was a danger to you. 

“It is plain on evidence that your respon¬ 
sibility was diminished because you were 
suffering from paranoid schizophrenia.” 

She added: “Anyone who has sat here and 
listened to or read the many statements will 
be disturbed to read that you were living in 
the community with an illness of that sever¬ 
ity.” 

The judge described how Simelane’s 
mother had ‘repeatedly’ asked for help for 
her son. 

Then, when in prison for separate 
offences last year, he received some treat¬ 
ment for his mental illness, but this, the 
judge said, was ‘limited’. 

She said: “You had two spells in prison, 
the first of those you had some psychiatric 
treatment, but it was limited and when 
released in December you were released 
without any psychiatric treatment.

“It is difficult to understand how it came 
about that in someone with your level of 
illness should have been sleeping rough 
with no-one to look after you. 

“On at least two occasions an experienced 
specialist registrar in psychiatry insisted 
you needed in-patient treatment. It was not 
made available to you.” 

Following the hearing, bosses at Birming¬ 
ham and Solihull Mental Health NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust, which assessed Simelane in 
prison last year, vowed to carry out a 
‘through investigation’. It will publish its 
findings in December. 

The statement read: “We would like to 
offer our sincere condolences to Christina’s 
family for what was an unprovoked attack 
on an innocent member of the public. 

“Phillip Simelane had previously been in 
receipt of care from a number of healthcare 
providers over a period of years. 

“Our trust’s involvement was in the form 
of prison-based mental health assessments 
during a prison term for an unrelated 
offence in 2012. 

“What is clear is that there are lessons to 
be learned for us and others involved in the

care of Phillip Simelane to prevent such a 
tragedy happening again in the future.” 

The review will be commissioned by 
Birmingham Cross City Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group, on behalf of all the parties 
involved. 

The statement added: “We would not 
want to speculate on the outcome of this 
review, but we are clear that this will be an 
externally reviewed, thorough investiga¬ 
tion, and we will seek to learn from and fully 
implement these findings across the health¬ 
care providers involved.” 

Prison 

Reviews are also to be carried out by West 
Midlands Police and the prison service. 

A spokesman for the National Offender 
Management Service (NOMS), part of the 
Ministry of Justice, said: “NOMS and HMP 
Birmingham will support the local NHS 
trust in its review of this tragic case.” 

Christina’s great-uncle Chris Melia said: 
“I would like to know what eventually 
comes out of any investigation, and most 
importantly what might be done to prevent 
a reoccurrence.” 


Simelane, homeless since his release, had 
been in prison for breach of licence with 
regard to vehicle interference and cocaine 
possession. 

He had a total of seven previous convic¬ 
tions and had served a prison sentence for 
threatening his own mother with a knife. 
She had lived in fear of her son and had 
called police 21 times in the past nine years 
because of him. 

On the Police National Computer, Sime¬ 
lane was listed as having mental health 
issues and being a suicide risk but officers 
were unable to say when those ‘warning 
markers’ were added. 

Mr Melia said: “The family asks the ques¬ 
tion, ‘when this man was discharged from 
prison on December 13, 2012, why was the 
recommendation - made a few weeks earlier 
by mental health experts - that he be super¬ 
vised after release whilst adjusting to life 
back in the community, not followed up?”’ 

Mr Melia paid tribute to Christina as a 
‘very bright, happy, attractive young girl 
with a surprisingly good level of self compo¬ 
sure’.

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Mother 

warned 

heroin 

addict 

THE mother of a drug user 
who was found dead in his 
home had warned her son 
that his addiction would kill 
him, an inquest heard. 

Peter Parsons, from 
Anderson Gardens in 
Tipton, had been using 
heroin for the past 20 years 
before he was found dead by 
his neighbours, slumped in a 
chair on June 7. 

There was a syringe, a belt 
and a wrap of heroin found 
near to the 42-year-old’s 
body. 

Respiratory 

At the inquest into his 
death held at Smethwick 
Council House Dr Suhaid 
Muzaffar, who performed 
the post mortem on Mr 
Parsons, said there was 
quite a high concentration of 
heroin in his blood. 

This he said caused acute 
respiratory depression, 
when breathing is inade¬ 
quate, which led to Mr 
Parsons’ death. 

His mother June Parsons, 
speaking at the inquest, said 
he had a ‘very addictive per¬ 
sonality’, and that she had 
previously warned him 
about his drug use. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain concluded 
that Mr Parson died due to 
abuse of dependent drugs. 

Patrols to 
deal with 
drinkers 

PATROLS are being stepped 
up to ensure nuisance 
drinkers do not return to 
areas where they have been 
disturbing residents. 

Adult drinkers have been 
a problem around Hill Top 
and at Doe Bank Bridge, 
Tipton. Officers have previ¬ 
ously used dispersal orders 
to split up groups of two or 
more people and ban them 
from the neighbourhood for 
24 hours. Officers are now 
patrolling the areas to 
ensure they do not return. 

Wednesbury South Ser¬ 
geant Sean Griffiths said: 
“The team continue to 
address the issue of adult 
drinkers congregating 
around Hill Top, part of an 
alcohol-restricted zone, 
leaving rubbish and gener¬ 
ally causing nuisance to the 
community. ” 


£3m to be spent modernising bus fleet

MORE than £3 million will be invested in 
new buses in Sandwell next year as National 
Express West Midlands modernises its fleet. 

Around 20 vehicles will be added to the 
fleet based in West Bromwich to deal with 
the increasing number of passengers. 

The introduction of the modern fleet is 
part of a larger £17m investment as the bus 
operator aims to improve services. 

Jack Kelly, spokesman for National 
Express West Midlands, said: “We are 
pleased to announce that we plan to build on 
last year’s £2m investment into bus travel in 
Sandwell with around 20 new vehicles 


worth £3m. The buses will arrive at our 
West Bromwich depot next year and are part 
of our regionwide £17m investment 
program for 2014. 

“We are also continuing our investment 
into a refurbishment programme that will 
help keep our existing buses at a high stan¬ 
dard through window, seat and floor 
replacements as well as repainting the exte¬ 
riors.” 

West Bromwich East MP Tom Watson has 
been the first to welcome the decision to 
invest in new buses for the borough. He has 
been involved in campaigning for new buses 


for the borough for a number of years and 
said he was delighted that the vehicles 
would be delivered to the West Bromwich 
garage in 2014. 

“The managing director of National 
Express has assured me that these new 
buses will be delivered to West Bromwich,” 
said Mr Watson. 

“This is good news for West Bromwich 
and Sandwell. For years we have had some 
of the oldest buses in the region. 

“More people in our area rely on bus serv¬ 
ices than in other places. They deserve the 
additional investment.” 


The additional buses will also form part of 
a larger £81m investment funded under 
partnership by Centro and National 
Express West Midlands. 

That will see more than 300 new buses 
operating across the region as well as 
improvements to bus stops and routes that 
will provide users with real time informa¬ 
tion on services and increased bus priority 
on the roads. 

There will also be an additional 350 bus 
stops and an expansion of the on-bus clean¬ 
ing scheme.

Father-of-two Hugh Leach had been out to a nightclub in Birmingham in the early hours 
of December 4,2011, when he started complaining of feeling unwell. He had been drinking,

Work starts 
soon on new 
footbridge 

WORK to install a new footbridge at a 
Sandwell beauty spot will start this month. 
The structure is being put in place at Thim- 
blemill Brook in Smethwick. 

The mile-long stretch of land with a 
natural spring and brook bordered by two 
roads is also being spruced up with a 
‘welcome’ sign as well as natural history 
wood carving. 

Sandwell’s cabinet member for highways 
and environment Councillor Maria Cromp¬ 
ton said: “We have started work at Thim- 
blemill Brook this week to prepare the 
ground ready for putting in a new footbridge 
that we hope will be a useful crossing point 
for nearby residents. 

Consulted 

“This involves moving the earth into place 
ready for installing the bridge, which will 
probably happen in late October. 

“We are working closely with the Friends of 
Thimblemill Brook, who have consulted 
widely with local people over the plans.” 

The bridge is being funded by Community 
Spaces, which awarded funding to the 
Friends of Thimblemill Brook after Sandwell 
Council supported their application. 

In July residents complained that they 
were not consulted on work to make way for 
the footbridge after large patch of vegetation 
had been removed from the sides of the 
brook. 

In January the friends’ group received 
£19,000 from Ibstock Cory Environmental 
Trust to fund essential work to encourage 
more wildlife into the area. 


taken possibly up to seven ecstasy tablets, 
although that number is disputed by his 
partner, Camilla McVeagh, 28. 

Miss McVeagh told an inquest at Smeth¬ 
wick Council House that the couple were 
yards from her home in West Bromwich 
when he collapsed. She said: “He looked up 
and his face had just drooped down. He 
looked scared. From that moment he went 
mute and never spoke again. He was on the 
floor then and couldn’t get up.” 

Paramedics 

Mr Leach was taken to Sandwell General 
Hospital and seen by three nurses and a 
doctor, none of whom thought he was pre¬ 
senting signs of having a stroke. 

Mr Leach, from Smethwick, was tested in 
A&E but none of those assessing him 
believed there were any signs of stroke, 
despite protestations by Miss McVeagh. 

The nurse that triaged him on arrival at 
hospital, Antoinette Cummings, said that 
no one suggested to her that a stroke was 
suspected. Ambulance paramedics had 
given him a lower consciousness score and 
had recorded Miss McVeagh’s concerns but 
these notes were misplaced, the inquest 
heard. 

It was not until 1pm, around four hours 
after being admitted, that another doctor 
recognised that Mr Leach, of Stanhope 
Road, was having a stroke. He died at 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital on December 7 of 
the ischemic stroke. 

Stroke physician Dr Jattinder Khaira 
said the CT scan was consistent with the 
stroke happening several hours before but 
he could not say whether the effects could 
have been reversed even if spotted earlier. 

Coroner Robin Balmain said: “Drugs, 
especially when taken in combination with 
alcohol, can create problems for anyone 
who is subsequently taken to hospital 
because it can mask other symptoms.” 

Recording a narrative verdict, Mr 
Balmain said he would not record the death 
was because of neglect. He said: “Death 
was due to natural causes, the signs of 
which were not diagnosed in hospital until 
it was too late for medical intervention.”

Former PoW tells of 


horrific jungle ordeal 


LOUISE JEW speaks to a true 
survivor, Ken Hill, who spent 
three-and-a-half years in captiv¬ 
ity at the hands of the Japanese 
during the Second World War 

TO THE Japanese, Ken Hill was 
just a number - 7601985 - forced 
to slave day after day on the 
infamous Burma railway, kept 
barely alive by stomach-churn¬ 
ing rations of rice, with beetles 
and maggots as the only 
protein. 

Amazingly, while thousands of his 
comrades fell victim to die from 
exhaustion or cholera, Netherton- 
born Ken is a true survivor who has 
made old bones, despite three-and-a- 
half years in captivity that reduced 
him to a near-skeleton. 

He’s now 92, with very poor sight, 
having also fought through three serious 
operations for ulcers and stomach cancer - 
possibly caused by his appalling abuse 
under the brutal Japanese thumb. 

More than 70 years after he was cap¬ 
tured, he still carries around his PoW 
number tag, light as a feather, in his back 
pocket. 

It is not that he has dwelled upon his 
harrowing ordeal during the Second 
World War - he’s had a 66-year-long mar¬ 
riage to wife, Brenda, raised two sons, lov¬ 
ingly tended his canalside garden in High 
Street, Swindon, near Dudley, and enjoyed 
a long career as an electrician. 

It is only over the last few years that the 
great grandfather has opened up to family 
and friends about his horrific experiences 
and, following this month’s 68th anniver¬ 
sary of Victory over Japan (VJ) Day, he has 
spoken more freely. 

He’s never asked for any help. 

Some years ago he was turned down for 
a war pension but he is now getting 
support from Blind Veterans UK, which 
he joined last October and which has 
arranged an alarm button for him to carry

around his neck, a speaking alarm clock 
and breaks for him and Brenda at 
seaside hotels around England and 
Wales. 

Ken joined the Territorial Army 
Field Workshop in June 1939, aged just 
18, and at the end of 1941 he and his 
unit sailed to Singapore, where they set 
up a workshop to maintain guns. 

In February 1942 the forces in Singa¬ 
pore surrendered to the Japanese after 
a siege, as soldiers scavenged in the 
streets in search of food and water. 

They didn’t given in with a 
whimper - and Ken recalls how, when 
General Arthur Percival surrendered, 
he and his colleagues took up their 
instructions to smash the machines in 
the workshop, scupper a large crane, 


drive lorries into a canal and burn their 
rifles to stop the Japanese getting their 
hands on them. 

The corporal mechanic was impris¬ 
oned in the notorious Changi jail, near 
Singapore, where he briefly caught 
sight of his older brother, Staff Sgt 
Geoff Hill, who was also a PoW and sur¬ 
vived his own hell in a prison camp in 
Borneo. 

Ken said: “The Japanese showed us a 
shelf with five severed heads on it. They 
told us that it is what happens to 
looters.” 

Then followed a 250-mile march for 
Ken and his comrades through the 
jungle to the Burma border, where they 
started their slog to build the railway. 

Ken faced many dangers in captiv¬ 


ity - cholera, the threat of torture if he did 
not behave and even the fear of execu¬ 
tion. 

He said: “The brutality of the Japanese 
guards is well known and they would use 
the dreaded ‘speedo’ - a bamboo stick 
that they would hit people with as they 
yelled ‘speedo, speedo,’ to make them 
work faster. 

“There were 7,000 of us to start with - 
but in the first six months 4,000 died and 
I don’t think any more than 1,000 sur¬ 
vived the war. I was lucky as I was young 
and fit. I remained healthy and that gen¬ 
erally kept me safe.” 

It was the news of the atomic bomb 
attacks on Nagasaki and Hiroshima in 
August 1945 that brought about the end 
of the war in the Far East and secured the 
release of Ken and his comrades. 

“That bomb saved our lives,” he said. 

Ken added: “At last it was time to 
return home and we boarded a boat for 
Southampton. 

“Our first meal on board was rice. 
There was almost a riot but the captain 
explained that doctors said as we’d eaten 
rice for three-and-a-half years our stom¬ 
achs wouldn’t initially be able to take rich 
foods. They gradually built us up to eat 
properly - and I haven’t been able to eat 
rice since.” 

It was only after he returned he 
realised the untold anguish his parents, 
Ernie and Elsie had been through. They 
had barely received notice that Ken and 
his brother Geoff were prisoners of the 
Japanese. 

Now Ken marks VJ Day, as he has done 
every year, by thinking of everyone he 
knew during that awful time. 

“I keep the steel plate with my name, 
rank and number in my back pocket to 
remind me. I do it for everyone I knew 
and for the thousands of men and women 
who lost their lives,” he said. 

Blind Veterans UK launched a ‘No One 
Alone’ campaign in October 2012 and 
wants vision-impaired veterans and their 
families to know that, if they have served 
their country, no matter in which conflict, 
they can g;et help, including training,

Evil burglar bound and 
gagged victim, aged 91 


A BLIND 91-year-old 
woman was bound 
and gagged by a 
female burglar in a 
‘despicable’ crime. 

The frail victim was 
gagged with a tea towel, had 
her hands tied with a belt 
and then dragged upstairs 
and ordered to stay on the 
bed by Sandra Mowbray. 

The thief raided personal 
belongings as the victim des¬ 
perately tried to wriggle free 
from the restraints. 

Horrified 

Mowbray is starting a 10- 
year jail sentence after con¬ 
fessing to her horrified sister 
and brother-in-law, who 
turned her in to police. 

The victim, who asked not 
to be named, says that she 
has ‘lost faith in human 
nature’. 

Mowbray - knowing the 
victim was frail, registered 
blind and vulnerable - first 
approached her in her 
Oldbury home between 
June 1 and 15, claiming to be 
a council worker needing to 
read the meter. 

She managed to get inside 
by asking to use the toilet 
and stole £13 while her 
partner Lee Payne acted as a 
lookout outside. 

Mowbray, 43, then 
returned to the house at 
around 7.30pm on June 15, 
telling the victim she 
believed she had left her 
keys inside. Despite being 
suspicious, the victim let her 
inside. But Mowbray

demanded money and 
became angry when the pen¬ 
sioner told her she didn’t 
have any. 

Mr Howard Searle, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “She started 
swinging her, twisting her 
about the room by the arms. ” 

The pensioner fell and hit 
her head against the kitchen 
door and felt blood seep from 
the wound, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

Mowbray grabbed a tea 
towel and wrapped it around 
her head, gagging her, before 
binding her hands with a 
belt. Mowbray went upstairs 
to search the rooms, leaving 
the victim lying on the floor. 

Mr Searle said: “She began 
to wriggle free, and managed 
to sit up. She started to 
shuffle her way towards the 
door.” 

But Mowbray saw her 


attempts to break free and 
dragged her up stairs and 
ordered her to lie on the bed. 

Mowbray took £130 from a 
handbag, a purse containing 
cards and snatched the chain 
from around the victim’s 
neck. She told her to stay on 
the bed or ‘there would be 
trouble’. 

Mowbray returned home, 
taking the blood- stained tea 
towel with her, and called her 
brother-in-law later in the 
night confessing the 
appalling crime. He and her 
sister were so horrified, they 
called police. 

The necklace was found in 
Mowbray and Payne’s home 
in Richmond Hill, Oldbury, 
while £70 was found on 39- 
year-old Payne. The rest had 
been spent on alcohol. 

The victim needed five 
stitches to the head wound. 


Mowbray pleaded guilty to 
robbery and theft and was 
jailed for 10 years. Payne 
pleaded guilty to theft and 
assisting an offender and 
was jailed for two-and-a-half 
years. 

Mr Searle said: “She feels a 
great deal of disgust at what 
had happened, and an incom¬ 
prehension that another 
woman could do this.” 

Mr David Bratt, defending 
Mowbray, told the court that 
she had gone to the house to 
steal and never intended to 
use force while Mr Michael 
Anning, defending Payne, 
said he was only involved 
because he wanted money to 
buy alcohol. 

Judge John Edwards told 
the pair it was a ‘despicable 
crime’.

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Chase driver 
had fled in 
fear of harm 

A BANNED driver who led police on a car 
chase through Tipton thought he was fleeing 
men who wanted to harm him, a court heard. 

Philip Hill had only been out of prison for three weeks 
when he sped away from an unmarked police car in Tipton 
on August 21. 

He was jailed for 10 months and banned from the roads 
for three years for dangerous driving. 

Only days before the inci- , 


dent, Hill, 31, had been 
given an ‘Osman Warning’ 
by Warwickshire Police. 
Such a warning is issued 
when police have intelli¬ 
gence that a person needs 
protection. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told that Hill, who 
was already serving a 
driving ban, was seen using 
his mobile phone in a van 
driving through Tipton. 

When the officers’ car, a 
black Audi, sounded the 
horn, he honked his horn 
back and as the police 
turned to follow him, Hill 
sped away. 

Mr Michael Taylor, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “He was driving 
at speeds of 50mph in a 
30mph area. The defendant 
overtook five vehicles on the 
opposite side of the road. He 
approached the junction of 
High Street and mounted 
the pavement. He then over¬ 
took a further eight vehicles, 
all while driving on the 
wrong side of the road.” 

The chase came to an end 
when Hill’s vehicle hit a 
Ford KA at the junction of 
Upper Church Lane. He 
struggled with an officer and

tried to run before police 
halted him by deploying CS 
gas. 

The court was told that 
Hill had been released on 
licence only weeks before, 
having served time behind 
bars for an unrelated 
offence. 

Mr Gareth Morley, 
defending, said that Hill did 
not believe he was being 
chased by police. 

“He didn’t realise it was 
the police and they didn’t 
activate their flashing lights 
immediately,’’said Mr 
Morley. “Once he realised 
who it was he panicked 
because he knew he was 
banned and if caught he was 
going back to prison.” 

Hill, of Hobart Road, 
Tipton, admitted dangerous 
driving, driving while dis¬ 
qualified, without insurance 
and resisting arrest. 

Recorder Michael Wasik 
sentenced Hill to 10 months 
in prison. He was also dis¬ 
qualified from driving for 
three years and must take a 
mandatory extended test 
before he is allowed back on 
the road.

Brownies celebrate 70 years 
of 1st West Bromwich pack 


THEY sport trendy new uniforms, go 
on adventurous camping trips and 
even promise to uphold a modern set 
of values. 

Yet girls from the 1st West Bromwich Brownies 
group were whisked back in time as they met with 
members over the ages to celebrate the 70th 
anniversary of the group. 

Memories and photographs are being collected 
by the group’s current leaders to tell the story of 
the generations of children who have helped to 
make it a success. 

Church 

The 1st West Bromwich group meet each week 
at the Wesley Church, in West Bromwich High 
Street, where they were formed by Dorothy 
Wallett in 1943. 

Two founding members are among those who 
can still remember back to learning to sew and 
how to tie a neckerchief in the midst of the Second 
World War. 

Friends Brenda Moore and Jean Spencer 


joined the pack when they were aged around 
seven led by Miss Wallett who was also their 
teacher at Spon Lane School, in West Bromwich. 

Mrs Moore, now aged 77, and who originally 
lived in West Bromwich but now lives in Great 
Barr, said: “It is lovely to think it has lasted this 
many years and is still going strong. I can’t 
believe that 70 years have passed since we first 
joined.” 

Around 20 girls were part of the group in those 
days with Miss Wallett as the group’s leader, 
known as Brown Owl. Subs in those days were a 
penny a week and uniforms were brown dresses 
with a necker tie which they had to learn to fold. 

Mrs Spencer, who has two children and one 
grand-daughter, said: “We used to meet in the 
guild room in the old church but we did use the 
same room that they use today too.” 

Both spent four years with the Brownies before 
moving up to the Girl Guides. 

Mrs Moore eventually became one of the 
group’s leaders as it stayed after the church was 
re-built in the 1970s. 

“We still have our links and keep in the loop 


with everything,” added Mrs Moore, who went on 
to to run her own Brownie group at Grove Vale 
Primary School, in Great Barr. 

Mrs Spencer’s daughter Sue also ran a group at 
Charlemont Methodist Church. 

The two friends are now part of the Trefoil 
guiding guild which meets each month at the 
church in Charlemont and will reach its 60th 
anniversary next year. Both say they are full of 
pride as the group is still flourishing under the 
group’s current Brown Owl Stacey Hampson, 
who lives in the Lapel area of Halesowen and 
helped organise a gathering of past members 
recently. 

Youngsters now wear bright jumpers and caps, 
go on regular trips to camps at Beaudesert on 
Cannock Chase and have recently learned the 
new modern Brownie promise. 

The 31-year-old, who works in an accounting 
department for a firm in Cannock, hopes her 
new-born daughter Freya will maybe one day don 
the uniform too.

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Food store interest in 
Oldbury ringway site 

A SUPERMARKET could be built at the heart of a long- 
awaited development which council chiefs said would be a 
leisure scheme but has spent more than a decade in the 
pipeline. Proposals for the site, known as The Junction, at 
Oldbury Ringway, have repeatedly stalled. 

In June it emerged that retail group Hammerson, which 
owns the site, was putting together a fresh planning appli¬ 
cation. The council has also been approached by a national 
retailer, not as yet identified, with a view to developing a 
food store with a petrol filling station and other retail units. 

The site earmarked for The Junction is already in the 
shadow of a Sainsbury’s store, Freeth Street, Oldbury, 
which has 700 car parking spaces. 

Regeneration 

The progress has emerged in an advert on the finditin 
sandwell site that the council posted for commercial prop¬ 
erty advisers to help officers receive best value as they try 
to sell the authority’s 12-acre stake in the site.

Violence led 
to uncle's 
stab death 


A NEPHEW has admitted that he attacked a 
man who went on to stab his uncle to death in 
‘self defence’ during a violent confrontation. 

Mitchell While’s uncle David Carpenter died at the home 
of Nicola Bennett in Halesowen. Ian Swinburne, the new 


boyfriend of Mr Carpenter’s 
ex-partner, was accused of 
murder after the tragedy. 
But the charge against Miss 
Bennett’s new partner Mr 
Swinburne was dropped by 
the Crown Prosecution 
Service after he claimed he 
was acting in self defence 
when he stabbed Mr Carpen¬ 
ter in the chest. 

The tragedy happened in 
Graham Road, Halesowen, 
on February 3. 

Assault 

While, of Bodenham Road, 
Brandhall, was at first 
charged with affray. 

The 29-year-old denied 
the allegation when he 
appeared before Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court on 
Monday and the prosecution 
agreed to drop that charge, 
accepting instead his pleas 
of guilty to using threaten¬ 
ing behaviour and common 
assault against Ian Swin¬ 
burne. 

Mrs Aliya Rashid, prose¬ 
cuting, told Judge Mark 
Eades: “This has been an 
extremely tragic incident - it 
was tragedy at its highest.” 

Mrs Rashid said the pleas 
had been accepted as a ‘prag¬ 
matic approach’ so that the 
witnesses did not have to 
relive the incident in court. 

Neighbours had corrobo¬ 
rated claims of ‘banging, 
kicking and shouting’ 
outside Miss Bennett’s 
house before the door was 
forced open. 

“Mr Swinburne suffered a 
bite mark to his back and 
injuries to his face, ” said Mrs 
Rashid. 

“The tragedy was Miss 
Bennett lost her ex-partner

of 21 years and Mr While lost 
his uncle.” 

Mr Charjit Jutla, defend¬ 
ing, said While had no previ¬ 
ous convictions. 

He added: “It’s plain the 
prosecution has taken a 
compassionate view in the 
circumstances.” 

The judge adjourned sen¬ 
tencing until October 28 and 
allowed While’s bail on con¬ 
dition that he stays away 
from witnesses and does not 
go near Graham Road. 

After the tragedy, Miss 
Bennett told the Express & 
Star that she and Mr Swin¬ 
burne were watching televi¬ 
sion at her home when 
David Carpenter, 47, and 
While broke through the 
front door. 

“Both Ian and I feared for 
our lives and Ian reacted 
totally in self defence,” she 
said. 

“It’s been an extremely 
distressing time for me and 
my family, for Ian and for 
David’s family.” 

When Mr Swinburne, 49, 
of Stourbridge Road, Brier- 
ley Hill, appeared before 
Dudley magistrates on Feb¬ 
ruary 7, his solicitor Michael 
Davies told the court that he 
had never come across a 
stronger case of self defence. 

The Crown Prosecution 
Service, two weeks later, 
said the murder charge - 
and a separate allegation 
that Mr Swinburne had 
assaulted While - were being 
dropped following fresh 
medical evidence about Mr 
Carpenter’s death. 


No to slaughterhouse

coroner into a butcher’s shop and slaughterhouse have been 
rejected by council chiefs. 

Mohism Khan had hoped to open the new shop, which he 
said would create six jobs. 

Using delegated powers, 
planning officers at 
Sandwell Council decided to 
refuse the scheme. 

The site, in Crockett’s 
Lane, Smethwick, was sold 
off by Sandwell Council in 
May. 

The coroner’s service is 
now based at nearby Smeth¬ 
wick Council House in High 
Street.

Drink-drive ban for Albion's new signing 


WEST Bromwich Albion star Stephane 
Sessegnon has been banned from the 
road for 20 months after admitting drink¬ 
driving. 

The Baggies midfielder was fined 
£7,605, including costs, when he 
appeared at Newcastle Magistrates’ 
Court. The 29-year-old pleaded guilty to 
drink-driving, driving without insur¬ 
ance, having no driving licence and 
Stephane Sessegnon d r i v i n g a vehicle registered off the road. 



He was also given three points from an 
earlier driving offence in February. 

The court heard the offence took place 
when Sessegnon was a Sunderland 
player. 

He was stopped by police on the West- 
gate Road in Newcastle at 7.51pm on 
August 27, roughly at the same time his 
former side went 1-0 down to MK Dons in 
the Capital One Cup clash at the Stadium 
of Light. 


He was sold on transfer deadline day to 
the Baggies by Paolo Di Canio - the 
volatile Italian has since been sacked by 
the Wearside club - for a fee around £5.5 
million, Albion’s record signing. 

West Bromwich Albion head coach 
Steve Clarke said the club was aware of 
Sessegnon’s court case for drink-driving 
before he was signed, and that he would 
receive no separate punishment from the 
club.

BUSINESS people in Great Bridge say that 
new parking restrictions have hit trade and 
could force them to let staff go 

Shopkeepers at Horseley Heath claim their trade has 
been crippled by the introduction of a red route road restric¬ 
tions and charging at the small council-run car park. 

The charges at Mill Street car park were introduced by 
Sandwell Council at Easter. Then two months ago red route 
restrictions were added to prevent people parking on a main

tion. 

Tarlochen Singh-Mohr, 43 
has owned SG Media photo 
studio for the last four years. 
He said that since the intro¬ 
duction of parking restric¬ 
tions he had seen the 
number of people coming 
into his shop on a typical day 
from more than 20 people a 
day to just two customers. 

He said: “All of the shops 
on this road rely on passing 
trade, which we just don’t 
get anymore. It seems to me 
that the council only cares 
about big retailers but it 
should be supporting us 
independent traders.” 

Car park charges nearby 
are 40p for the first hour and 
up to £2 for four hours. 

The largest business to be 
affected is Bulldog Car 
Spares, providing parts and 
tools to the motor trade and 
the public. The company has 
been run by Bhagwand Gill 
for more than nine years. 

He said: “We have seen 
business fall by up to 70 per 
cent since they introduced 
the parking restrictions. 

“If it carries on like this 
then I might even have to

look at letting staff members 
go.” 

Cabinet member for high¬ 
ways and environment 
Councillor Maria Crompton 
said: “The red route was 
introduced to help the traffic 
congestion in the area, 
which scores of people were 
complaining about.

“All council-owned car 
parks have charges and the 
income from them is used to 
pay for their maintenance 
and upkeep. It should be 
remembered that we still 
have some of the lowest car 
parking charges in the West 
Midlands.”

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Freddie Mercury was a devout member 


Rock legend Freddie is 
honoured at ceremony 


HE is one of the most famous rock stars 
that ever lived but it was Freddie 
Mercury’s religion rather than his music 
that was celebrated in a special cere¬ 
mony at a temple in the Black Country. 

The Queen frontman was a devout member of the 
Zoroastrian faith, thought to be possibly the oldest 
organised religion in the world. 

His sister Kashmira Cooke and her family visited 
the Shri Venkateswara Balaji Temple in Tividale to 
help unveil a Farohar statue - a symbol of the reli¬ 
gion. 

Dedicated 

The statue, partly dedicated to Mercury, was also 
unveiled by Lord Karan Bilimoria, the founder of 
Cobra beer, who is also a believer. 

Raaj Shamji, who organised the event, said: “The 
statue was unveiled by the two people of the Zoroas¬ 
trian faith who have had the biggest impact in this 
country - Lord Bilimoria and Kashmira Cooke, rep¬ 
resenting Freddie Mercury.” 

More than 400 members of the faith from across 
the country visited the temple for the ceremony on 
Saturday, which included a talk by Mrs Cooke’s son, 
Mercury’s 25-year-old nephew Samuel. 

Speaking at the event, Mrs Cooke said: “I’m very 
proud to be here, it’s a great honour. I think secretly 
my brother would have been honoured. 

“Unfortunately the faith is getting smaller 


because of intermarrying, which is a shame, so any¬ 
thing like this to promote the faith is a good thing. 

“Both our parents were active members of the 
faith. My dad would do prayers and things at family 
gatherings, and my mum still practises - we grew up 
with it. 

“We believe once you live on Earth, there is life 
after death, once you have been a human being you 
always come back better, in a better life. 

“Freddie would have loved to have taken some of 
his precious things with him. He would have liked to 
have done the same as the Egyptian Pharaohs and 
taken his things, such as his Japanese art.” 

The Farohar, a winged symbol with a man at its 
centre, will now sit on top of the Zoroastrian Parsi 
Faith Hill, one of seven planned at the temple repre¬ 
senting seven faiths. The first two of these hills, cel¬ 
ebrating Buddhism and Christianity, had already 
been consecrated before the dedication of the third 
to the Zoroastrian faith. The concept is the brain¬ 
child of Dr Narayan Rao, chairman of the temple. 

The statue has been made from Indian Tata steel 
by Black Country artist Luke Perry. 

Mr Shamji added: “I wanted to make sure every¬ 
thing we did was Black Country-based, it was very 
important we used a local artist, that it was made 
locally, and we used heavy metal. 

“The whole concept is to ensure that our visitors 
to the temple realise that Hinduism co-exists with 
other faiths - we have to learn from them.”

Guests try to find the 
right words for David 


H ere it is, just what the world 
needed - another comedy 
panel show. Yep, there are 
quite a few about at the moment, and 
new ones have to work doubly hard 
to make themselves stand out. 

Luckily, Was It Something I Said? 
is already a cut above much of the 
rest of the opposition. After all, it’s 
hosted by David Mitchell who, having 
appeared many times on Would I Lie 
to You? and Ql, is well-qualified to 
pose the questions here. 

The team captains are also very 
funny men indeed - Micky Flanagan 
and Richard Ayoade. 

For those who missed last week’s 
opening edition, the format is simple: 
two teams must answer questions 
based on quotations that can come 
from anywhere, including books, 
films, interviews and the internet. 

Mitchell himself is probably the 
best person to explain more about it: 
“It’s a quiz where people have to 
work out who said certain things or 
what certain people have said. So it’s 
about celebrities, historical figures, 
current affairs and history. 


‘We’ve tried to make it jolly and 
irreverent and funny, but also a bit 
informative and interesting. It’s an 
amusing way of watching some 
comedians trying to solve a quiz 
about famous people and vaguely 
impart some interesting information 
about them at the same time.” 

The show marks the first time 
Mitchell has hosted such a 
programme, and he admits it’s harder 
work than it looks. 

“Being the host is a very different 
role, chipping in some of the time, 
while managing the quiz and working 
out what to say to link the rounds. 

The great thing about being in the 
host’s chair is that you can make 
yourself look so knowledgeable. 

“But it can be tricky. Usually the 
panellists are people who are bright 
and want to talk and you need them 
to keep talking, so you can’t slap 
them down hard because they might 
go quiet and then you’re stuck. So it 
is my policy generally to let them talk 
and drift. Some of the best material 
comes when things are allowed to 
run and breathe.

‘We wanted it off-the-cuff and as 
organic and natural as possible, so I 
tried not to be too school-masterly 
about things. Fortunately, I have no 
natural authority, so it’s very easy for 
me to do that!” 

Mitchell would probably make a 
good panellist on this show - he 
even has a favourite quote. 

“It’s attributed to Voltaire, but people 
say it wasn’t actually him... Either 
way it is a very wise thing - ‘I 
disapprove of what you say, but I will 
defend to the death your right to say 
it: 

“I think that’s a very important idea, 
especially for the internet. The idea 
too often is that people think those 
who say horrible things should be 
silenced rather than answered. I think 
we’d be a more healthy society if 
people used their freedom of speech 
to reply to and rebuke people who 
say things they hate rather than use 
the law to silence them.”

New chapter in history of Peugeot hatches 


HAVING the letters GTi across the 
back used to guarantee success for 
manufacturers but demand is 
nothing like it used to be. 

So it’s a bit of a surprise to see Peugeot 
investing heavily in the 208GTi - even if target 
sales are only around 2,000 in the UK for the 
year. 

Perhaps it’s the company’s 30-year history of 
producing successful hot hatches that has con¬ 
vinced Peugeot the GTi will capture a slice of a 
market which includes Fiesta ST and Renault- 
sport Clio. 

What strikes you first about the 208 is its 
subtle appearance. In fact it doesn’t look much 
different from the regular three-door 208. But 
this is the most powerful 208 yet. 

Spoiler 

Outwardly the main things setting the GTi 
apart from the rest of the 208 range are a ‘che¬ 
quered flag’ grille, boot spoiler, chunkier side 
sills and wheel arch extensions housing a set of 
17in alloys. 

Other distinguishing marks include red 
‘GTi’ emblems on its C-pillars and the theme 
continues inside, with red stitching for the 
central vent surrounds, gear knob, seatbelts 
and door handles. 

But while outwardly the GTi has very little 
to attract the eye of today’s hot hatch enthusi¬ 
ast there’s a powerful engine, firm suspension 
and a wider track and a lower ride height to 
improve handling. 

There’s easily enough grip on offer and you 
can corner as hard as you want to and enjoy

using the six-speed manual gearbox with good 
ratios. 

Quite simply this 208 does everything you 
ask of it but is a more comfortable ride than a 
lot of the competition out there, which might 
not be what the hot hatch enthusiast is really 
looking for. 

But buyers won’t be disappointed with per¬ 
formance. In fact this GTi is a bit of a wolf in 
sheep ’s clothing. There’s a top speed of 


143mph, 0-62mph in 6.8 seconds, 200bhp and 
275Nm of torque. 

Peugeot claims average fuel consumption of 
48mpg and 139g/km C02 emissions which 
means it will be cheap enough to run. I loved 
the cloth and leather sports seats and found 
plenty of kit to keep me interested including a 
DAB radio, rear parking sensors and automatic 
lights and wipers as standard. Highlights 
include the leather finish across the dashboard 


and a stylish, flat-bottomed steering wheel. 

On-the-road prices start at £18,895 but the 
test car would set you back nearer £20,000 
thanks to metallic paint, cornering assist fog 
lights and a multifunction colour touch-screen 
navigation upgrade. 

Peugeot’s biggest problem will be whether 
hot hatch fans feel the 208GTi is different 
enough from the rest of the sector to tempt 
them to part with their money. Time will tell.
